to this date, a woman adopted 
the citizenship of her husband 
on marriage. If she were fore- 
ign born and he was either na- 
tive bom or naturalized, she 
automatically became a US ci- 
tizcn. However, if a native 
born woman married an alicn, 
she adopted his alicn status, 
losing her own US citizenship. 
Under the Act of Congress of 
25 June 1936, a woman whose 
marital status had becn termi- 
nated, cither by her alien hus- 
band’s death or her divorce 
from him, could apply for re- 
patriation and upon taking the 
oath of allegiance, regain cili- 
zenship. A remarricd woman, 
even if her second husband 
was a citizen, still had to apply 
for repatriation bascd on her 
first marriage to an alien. 
There are 3,204 petitions in 
this group of records; the last 
petition is dated 24 November 


1969. There is an alphabctical 
index of surnames which in- 
cludes all surnames by which 
the applicant has been known, 
all first names she used, and the 
petiuion number.

About 9000 years ago, soon 
after agriculture began in the 
Fertile Crescent, people poured 
out of the Middle East, migrat- 
Their 
movement through Europe 


Basque region of the Iberian 
Peninsula, where an estab- 
lished people apparently re- 
sisted intermingling with the 
newcomers. 

That migratory pattern is just 
one of the ancicnt narratives 
writtcn in the genes of modern 
European, says Luigi Luc 
Cavalli-Sforza of Stanford 
University.

County (GA) Genealogical 
Society, Inc. (PO Box 1413, 
Marietta, GA 30061-1413) by 
Geraldine Hartshorn Wheeler 
there is much information re- 
garding Pocahontas and _ her 

ast. 

Although the recent Disney 
movie portrays Pocahontas as a 
seductive 18 year old maiden 
fascinated with John Smith, the 
truth is that she was an 11 or 12 
year old girl when she met the 
English captain. It was only 
when she turned 18 that she 
became involved with a white 
man, marrying John Rolfe, an 
Englishman and a Virginia col- 
onist, in April 1614. 

After their marriage, Poca- 
hontas and her new husband 
traveled to England where the 
Powhatan princess was enter- 
tained by nobles and royalty. 
In 1615, she gave birth to a son, 
Thomas: two years later, she 
died at Gravesend, England. 

The simple fact is that if peo- 
ple cannot trace their ancestry 
to Thomas Rolfe of Virginia, 
they are not her descendagts. 

We know that Thomas Rolfe 
inherited his father’s Virginia 
holdings and that he fathered 


only one child himself, a . 


daughter, Jane Rolfe.

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Published alongside my article in 
the April/May issue of The Family Tree 
was a news item supplied by The 
Scottish-Australian Heritage Council, 
Inc., Newsletter. It mentioned “Miss 
Jenny Cameron” and her participation 
in the ‘45 activities. 

Whatever happened 
to Jenny Cameron? 

Researching my informational 
morgue I found an article published in 
the Glasgow Herald dated March 16, 
1931 authored by one George Eyre- 
Todd. His observations blended with 
other informational resources offers a 
treasure trove of interesting 
speculations. 

The discussion identity of this un- 
pretentious personage is something ex- 
traordinary. This story originated with 
the presentation of a Scottish print ex- 
hibition in London. A mezzotint of one 
Miss Jenny Cameron of Lochiel was 
registered in the exhibition catalog as 
“Mistress of Prince Charles Edward.” 
An enraged Lochiel fired a letter to the 
Scottish Exhibition’s secretary de- 
manding a retraction of the catalogue 
identification. Lochiel further stated 
there never was such a person as Miss 
Jenny Cameron of Lochiel. There was, 
during the ‘45 era, a Miss Jenny Came- 
ron of Glendessary. The inference, she 
was a mistress of Prince Charles had, 
long ago, been fully disproved. 

The news of Lochiel’s protest letter 
resurrected a baleful tradition linked to 
Prince Charles and his Scottish adven- 
tures. For many years, following Lo- 
chiel’s protest, publications throughout 
the country discussed the activities of 
abstruse Jenny Cameron. In time the 
romance of her career generated, in the 
public. mind, an enchantment on par 
with unrivaled Flora MacDonald. 


_ In faimess to the London Exhibition 
staff, a misunderstanding could have 
arisen from previous noted publica- 
tions. The opponents of the Jacobites 
held, in high esteem, Rae’s History of 
the Rebellion. This was a Hanoverian 
publication which discussed unflatter- 
ingly, a relationship between Charles 
and Jenny. In time, fact and supposi- 
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tion blend. This perhaps accounts for 
the evil reporting about Jenny in James 
Canfield’s Catalogue of Mezzotint 
Portraits. The London committce re- 
lied on these main publications when 
developing the Exhibition Catalog. 

Some decades ago Hollywood pro- 
duced a movie many ladies found to be 
quite invigorating. It was titled Tom 
Jones. As with most movies, the 
wniters/producers vary widely from the 
onginal published manuscript. How- 
ever, in lielding’s novel Tom Jones, 
Jenny is mentioned. In the story, dur- 
ing a festive Inn occasion, a Sophia 
Westem swoons - creating a round-the 
room mouthing gossip. The whisper- 
ings believed that Sophia was none 
other than Mrs. Jenny Cameron. In 
time, in Scotland, the story of Jenny 
evolved into a ballad form. This ballad 
was nurtured and handed down in the 
family of alate William V. Jackson. At 
the mectings of the Glasgow Ballad 
Club, Jackson often sang the following 
ballad: 


Bonnie Jeannie Cameron 
Ye'll a’ heard tell o’bonnie 
Jean Cameron, 
How she fell sick and she 
was like to dee, 
And a'that they could 
recommend her 
Was aw bricht blink o’ th 
Young Pretender. 
Bonnie Jean 
Cameron! 


Rare, oh rare! 


By now, today’s readers are ques- 
tioning, “Who was this Jenny Came- 
ton?” Hundreds of publications report 


‘how, on August 19, 1745, Prince Char- | 
' les Edward nervously awaited some 
~ two hours in Glenfinnan at the head of 
~ Loch Sheil an arranged point whereu- 


pon he would raise his standard. As 
minutes lapsed he began to assume the 
clans had failed him. Finally, the 
sound of pipes was heard. Then, over 
the mountain ridge, Lochiel could be 
seen with his “fiercest of the fierce” 
Camerons. Some 800 strong, they ad- 
vanced in two three-abreast columns. 
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World Scotland 


Between the columns they herded 
King George’s soldiers captured three 
days earlier in an ambush at Spean 
Bridge. This was the occasion forever 
celebrated in the renowned song, The 
March of the Cameron Men. Bishop 
Forbes records in his Jacobite Memoirs 
quite a Jarge gathering of gentlemen 
and ladies appeared to witness this 
thought-provoking occasion. Among 
the Camerons was the famous, but im- 
properly called, Miss Jeanie Cameron. 
Factually, she was a widow nearing 
some fifty years of age. She was iden- 
tified as a genteel, well-looking hand- 
some woman, with a pair of pretty eyes 
and hair as black as jet. She is of a very 
sprightly genius, and is very agreeable 
in conversation. Bishop Forbes further 
relates, “She was so far from accom- 
panying the Prince’s army that she 
went off with the rest of the spectators 
as soon as the army marched; neither 
did she ever follow the camp, now was 
ever with the Prince but in public, 
when he held Court in Edinburgh. She 
was of the Glendessary branch of the 
Clan, and is said to have brought in the 
tenants of Glendessary, in place of her 
nephew, who suffered from some disa- 
bility, physical or otherwise. Such are 
the facts. 

Sadly, popular imagination is prone 
to consider, between the sexes, only 
one type of relationship. Soon a vari- 
ety of rumors were flying. All added to 
the detriment of her reputation. In 
time, Flora MacDonald suffered the 
same consequences. Based upon the 
some three days Flora aided the 
Prince’s escape from the Isles, a torrid 
romance, completely unfounded, soon 


-evolved...to her reputation’s 


disadvantage. 

In Ure’s History of Rutherglen and 
East Kilbride there is a detailed ac- 
count of the last days of Miss Jenny 
Cameron. Ure relates Mrs. Jenny 
Cameron settled on a property at East 
Kilbride, which she named Mount 
Cameron. There, she entertained hosts 
or friends from Lochaber and upon her 
death was buried in her own ground, on 
a little mount, the site of which is still 





pointed out. The existence of this trad- 
ition was verified by a membership 
delegation of the Glasgow Ballad Club 
when, about 1927, they joumeyed to 
her burial spot. 

Obviously, Miss Jennie Cameron 
was a nolable, respectable personage.

Further protection should be 
obtained by filing official 
copyright papers with the 
Copyright Office, Library of 
Congress, Washington, DC 
20559. 


Another “hint” re copyright- 
ing: If you mail uncopyrighted 
material - or have a completed 
work that is not yet officially 


copyrighted - go to your local - 


post-office and mail. by. certi- 
fied mail a copy of your mater- 
ial TO YOURSELF. When the 
material arrives, file it UN- 
OPENED. If a legal problem 
arises, you have a sealed, dated 
copy of your material for the 
judge to open.

mandy (better known as Wil- 
liam the Conqueror). A Lady- 
in-Waiting to Queen Matilda, 
consort to the aforementioned 
William, is identificd as a 
Hunter. 

Surnames came into early 
usc, and by 1465 it was re- 
quired that everyone in Eng- 
land have and use a surname. 
Patronymics were common, 
but often led to some confusion 
so that before long. the pat- 
ronymic surnames were foxed 
for increasing numbers. Sur- 
names that derived from occu- 
pations -- such as Hunter, Car- 
penter, Wright -- were fixed 
earlier. Thus, it would seem 
that Hunter is a common name 
and that it originated in many 
places throughout the English 
speaking world. Such is not 
the case. While most people 
hunted in support of their im- 


mediate families, the occupa- — 


tion of. hunter was quite re- 
stricted -- most public land was 
held in the name of the King, 
and only his royal huntsmen 
were allowed to hunt game on 
these lands, and then only to 
supply meat for the royal fam- 
ily. The Hunter clan crest 
bears the mark of a family as- 
sociated with the King of Scot- 
land - the hunting dog has a 
coronet around his neck. The 
first Laird of the Clan was de- 
signated by King” David as the 
Chicf Hunter to the royal fam- 
ily. . Originally called by the 
Latin: name, Venator, the fam; . 
ily Subsequently used t é Engl- 
ish word, “Hunter.” “Thus, ex- 
cept for persons who changed 
their names, or slaves/servants 
who adopted the name from a 
former owner, all Hunters 
throughout the world originate 
Vom tec wuters of 
Hunterston. 

Membership in Clan Hunter 
is not restricted to. those with 
that surname; lineage through a 
maternal line is just as valid. 
Several Lairds of the Clan have 
been women, including the pre- 
sent Laird. The names Huntar 
and Hunta are spelling variants 
of Hunter and descend from the 
original family. In addition, 
Hunt-has been accepted as a 
sept of Clan Hunter. 

The historical set of the clan 
at Hunterston is still in the 








hands of the present Laird, the 
combination of ownership and 
Lairdship is quite rare. In 
many cases, Lairdships* termi- 
nated because of death without 
issuc: in others, lands were sold 
and are no longer accessible to 
the present family members. In 
addition to the continued own- 
ership of Hunterston by Hun- 
ters, until quite recently the 
castle at Hunterston was the re- 
sidence of the groundskeeper 
and was in that capacity, the 
oldest continuously occupied 
house in Britain. 

The official tartan of Clan 
Hunter is the Hunter of Hunter- 
ston sett which was created by 
the 29th Laird, Neil Aylmer 
Hunter, in recent years. Until 
now that tartan had only been 
available through Clan Head- 
quarters in Scotland. The pre- 
sent Laird, Mistress Pauline 
Mullen Hunter, has recently

The 250th anniversary of the 
Battle of Culloden has come 
and gone. The ceremonies at 
the National Trust for Scotland 
administered Battlefield were 
simple but signified much. 

Scottish Heritage USA was 
well represented. SHUSA 
members Gloria and Sandy 
Ross and Hester and Jim 
McDonald traveled to Scotland 
to attend the April 16 comme- 
morative services, and I was 
able to talk to Gloria and Sandy 
about their impressions after 
they returned from Scotland. 

Gloria was not just a specta- 
tor. Her ancestor, Donald Roy 
Macdonald of Baleshare 
‘(North Uist), had fought for 
Prince Charles Edward’s 
cause, and later, he arranged 
for the Prince’s escape from 
Skye. Gloria felt a strong con- 
nection back through the centu- 
ries to her kinfolk who had sac- 
rificed so much, together with 
an overwhelming sense of loss 
that the Battlefield always in- 
vokes, but even more so that 
day. Gloria looked out over the 


moor, now restored to how it 
must have appeared to the Ja- 
cobite army 250 years ago and 
lamented that the battle was 
fought under such adverse con- 
ditions: the weather was poor 
and the terrain, flat and boggy 
as it was, made it impossible 
for the Highlanders to mount 
one of their famous charges. 

Yet, other members of her 
family, Donald Campbell and 
his wife, Katherine Macdonald 
of Baleshare, had sheltered the 
Prince at their home on the Isle 
of Scalpay (off Harris) while he 
was hiding in the Outer He- 
brides. Just prior to the Ameri- 
can Revolution, Donald Roy 
Macdonald and Katherine 
Macdonald of Baleshare, 
together with her husband left 
Scotland with their families 
and settled in North Carolina as 
did tens of thousands of other 
Scots displaced by the harsh re- 
prisals that followed the battle. 

And now, on a gray day 250 
years later, more than 5,000 
people gathered to commemo- 
rate the battle - about the same

number that fought in the Jaco- 
bite army, Sandy observed. 
Sir Donald Cameron of Lo- 
chiel, whose ancestor had 
helped rally the Highland 


Clans to the Prince’s cause, 
opened an exhibition called 
“The Sword and the Sorrows” 
outside the Visitor’s Centre, 
saying that although many 
things had changed as a result 
of the Battle of Culloden, Scot- 
land was still a vibrant country. 

His remarks were followed by 
a commemorative service at 
the Cairn, conducted by the In- 
verness Gaelic Society. 

The five thousand visitors 
then trooped into the Visitor’s 
Centre to see the exhibition. 
However, the previous even- 
ing, Gloria and Sandy had run 
into John Batty, its creator, and 
they renewed the friendship 
they had struck up in Savan- 
nah, where John was Scottish 
Heritage USA’s guest at its 
Spring Gathering this year. 


_ Batty gave them a personally 


conducted interview. 
Although not identified as 
such, the Great Pipes of 
Baleshare, that Gloria’s ances- 
tor had played at the Battle of 
Culloden, were on display. On 
an earlier trip to Scotland, 
Gloria had been told of their 
existence by Dr. Alistair Mac- 
Lean of Skye. She and Sandy 
went to Culloden to see them -- 
and Sandy even had his photo 
taken with them. Sometime af- 
ter that, while the bagpipes 
were in storage, they lost their 
tag, and no one knew their sig- 
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nificance. Gloria saw them in 
the exhibition and was able to 
identify them for John Batty. 


“ “Swords and the Sorrows’ ’ 


is fantastic,” Sandy said. The 
slides that John Batty had 
shown to Scottish Heritage 
USA members at his talk in Sa- 
vannah gave a flavor of the 
great things that were to come. 
But, Sandy said that nothing 
could compare to seeing the ac- 
tual exhibition, which will be 
open until September 20, 1996, 
the date on which Prince Char- 
les Edward Stuart left Scotland, 
never to return. 

Not only did Gloria have an 
opportunity to see her family’s 
bagpipes on display during her 
visit to Culloden, she also 
found that a member of the in- 
verness Gaelic Society, Murdo 


Campbell, was a distant cousin 
descended from Donald Camp- 
bell and Katherine Macdonald 
of Baleshare, and for a couple 
of days following the comme- 
moration she. was able to visit 
with her and to learn a lot more 
about -her family’s history.’ - 
For everyone who atterided 
this. momentous: occasion; : it 
was a once-in-a-lifetime exper- 
ience, but for none more so 
than Gloria Ross, who learned 
more about her connection to 
both her past and her present 
family at Culloden.

ference between starvation and 
survival for many early settlers. 

In a wonderful old book, 
Home Life in Colonial Days, 
by a distant relative of mine, 
Alice Morse Earle, we’re told 
how Powhatan, father of Poca- 
hontas, sent “some of his Peo- 
ple that they may teach the En- 
glish how to sow the Grain of 
his Country.” As late as the 
end of the nineteenth century, it 
was still a tradition at Fore- 
father’s Dinners to supply each 
person with five kernels of corn 
-- the daily ration of food dur- 
ing times of famine in the ear- 
licst days of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. 

It was called “maize,” “In- 
dian corn,” “Guinny wheat,” or 
“Turkie wheat,” and produced 
abundant crops in a climate 
where English wheat failed. 

Not everyone was thrilled, 
however, by the new food. Ina 
report to his superiors in Paris, 
the governor of Louisiana 
noted, “The men in the colony 
begin through habit to use corn 
as an article of food; but the 
women, who are mostly Pari- 
sians, have for this food a

dogged aversion, which has not 
been subdued.” 

The Indians also taught the 
colonists how to use the corn, 
and we still follow those early 
lessons closely today, and we 
still use the Indian names for 
many of the finished dishes: 
hominy, pone, suppawn, samp 
and succotash. 

Among those Indian foods 
made from corn was a simple 
bread that could be made on the 
trail. The white man’s transla- 
tion called this bread “journey 
cake.” As the origins of the 
term dimmed with the passage 
of time, and carcless frontier 
dialects dropped the “‘r”, it be- 
came “junny cake,” or “jonny 
cake.” 

Jonny cake was a stiff mix of 
cornmeal and water; if salt was 
available, it was added. Salt 
was a scarce and precious item 
in colonial days. 

On the trail, the Indian 
would form his journey cake on 
a flat rock, or press it into a 
piece of tree limb, then prop it 
up beside the fire to cook. 
When the first side was done, 
the chef would slide a piece of

cake to cook the other side. It 
was a simple but nourishing 
bread, for which the raw mater- 
ial was easy to pack and carry. 

Hoecake is nothing more or 
less than jonny cake cooked 
indoors. 


Back when cotton was king, 
poor whites as well as blacks 
had very few cooking utensils. 
But everybody, from about the 
age of six, had a hoe. to chop 
cotton with. The blade of the 
field hoe made an admirable 
griddle on which to cook a 
jonny cake. Form the cake 
from cornmeal, salt and water, 
pull a few hot coals from the 
fire onto the hearth, place the 
cake on the hoe-blade and set it 
on the coals. In a few minutes, 
turn it and cook on the other 
side. For a hungry ficld-hand, 
a hoecake made a good supper, 
especially if served with greens 


and potlikker or maybe field ° 


peas. 

Here’s how my aunt, Alice 
Newton Foster, described it at 
the turn of the century in her 
book, The Lives and Letters of 
our South Georgia Farm Fam- 
ily: “The bread was usually 
hoecake cooked in a flat iron 
pan and turned over like a pan- 
cake for quick cooking, or a 
corn pone baked in the-oven. 
The recipe for the hoecake was 


very simple - commeal, salt — 


and water. We children could 
cook a hoecake, but Mama 
made the corn pone. Milk, 
eggs and baking powder were 
added to the commeal and 
made into a stiff dough that 
could be picked up and shaped 
into a large oval pone and 


placed in a pan and baked in 


the oven.” 

“Mama” was. my grand- 
mother, Arliffey Barber New- 
ton. She was bom in Pulaski 
County, Georgia in 1872. She 
Icarned to cook from her

Hoecake, ‘from page 12 B 
mother, Elizabeth Owen Bar- 
ber, born in 1844, and she no 
doubt learned to cook hoecake 
from her mother, because that 
was the way girls learned the 
domestic arts in those days. 
Cracklin’ bread is simply a 
variation, an embellishment, or 
hoecake. Cracklin’s for those 
who have been denied this 
country delight, are what’s left 
from the rendering of lard after 
a hog-killing. Cracklin’s are 
not to be confused with the 
tooth-busting pieces of pork 
skin which are also a product of 
the rendering of the lard. 
Cracklin’s result when the 
great slabs of hog fat, having 
been diced for efficient render- 
ing, are cooked down in those 


huge black kettles every farm 
family used toown. The liquid 
lard is dipped off into buckets 
to cool and harden and at the 
bottom is left a pile of golden 
nuggets - soft, rich and flavor- 
‘ful. These are squeezed to re- 
“move as much grease as possi- 
ble, then stored for later use. 

To make cracklin’ bread, 
mis up a hoecake batter, then 
stir in a handful of cracklin’s. 
Actually, the amount is left to 
individual tastes, but a half-cup 
is about right for one hoecake 
cooked in a ten inch iron 
spider. 

It must be stressed that the 
best cracklin’ bread is made 
with the genuine hoecake re- 
cipe, not with just any old com- 
bread recipe. Bread made with 
baking powder, or with the pre- 
mixed “cornbread mix” that is 
sO convenient, just does not 
work right. It is too tender, too 
crumbly, to support the crack- 
lin’s. So, start with regular, un- 
adulterated cornmeal and salt, 
add cnough water to make a 
stiff but pourable batter, then 
sur in the cracklin’s. Or, as one 
of my old reprobate neighbors 
told me, “First, get yourself a 
hog. The rest will just sort of 
fall into. place.”

In the spring and summer of 
1838; more than 15,000 Chero- 
kee Indians were removed by 
the US Army from their ancest- 
ral homelands in North Car- 
olina, Georgia, Tennessee and 
Alabama. Held in concentra- 
tion camps during the summer, 
they were then forced to travel 
over 1000 miles, under adverse 
conditions to Indian Territory, 
which is now Oklahoma.

Barraza finds its root in the Basque word “barra” for clay jar. 
Jeronimo Barraza appears in Puerto Rico in the early 1500s and 
Mateo de Barraza is found receiving a land grant in1580 in the 
valley of Saltillo, Mexico. Large numbers of descendants, how- 
ever, did not seem to remain in the Saltillo area. Migration ete 
terns seemed to be west and northwest. 


Many colonial Barraza families are found in Parras, Coahuila 
and in Durango. In 1623, Captain Juan de Barraza directed the 
activities of the Presidio de Tepehuanes, Chihuahua. He was 
also the founder of the towns of el Pueblo San Lorenzo in Chi- 
huahua and Santiago Papasquiaro in the modern state of Dur- 
ango. He married Margarita de la Pena. 

Edward Barraza traces his lines to great, great grandparents 
Jose Maria Barraza and Francisca Sanchez Alvarez, married in 
San Bernardo, Durango in 1830. Great grandparents, Jose Maria 
Barraza and Perfecta Salcido also married in San Bernardo, Dur- 
ango, 1856. They were both ranchers on ancestral land grants. 

_ Grandfather Bernardo Barraza was born in Inde, Durango. In 
1907, Bernardo migrated to Miami, Arizona to work the mines. 
February 9, 1916, he married Rosenda Ortiz. They raised a fam- 
ily of 9 children. In 1931 the family migrated to Los Angeles. 
Grandfather Bernardino found day work in the ficld and at night 
earned money as a musician. Joined by his two brothers, the 
self-taught trio performed with violin, bass and guitar. 

Edward Barraza, senior, was the 3rd child of Bernardo Bar- 
raza and Rosenda Ortiz. When World War II broke out, Edward 
proudly enlisted, but was turned down because of sinus and back 
problems. On November 22, 1942, Edward, Senior married Do- 
lores Ortega in Los Angeles, raised 3 boys in East Los Angeles. 
Edward, Senior, first was employed by H & F Produce, then 
worked for 22 years for Lucky Markets. 

One son, Edward. Barraza, Junior, got interested.in family his- 
tory in 1980. “I was just curious about the Barraza name. The 
more I found out, the more I wanted to know.” In response to 
how he feels about his ancestors, Mr. Barraza responded, “You 
can’t explain the feeling. It’s amazing. You fall in love with 
your grandparents. I feel like they are with me helping me find 
the family members. If I don’t do any research at least a couple 
of times a month, I feel bad...like I am letting them down.”

the immigration port officials. 
Most major cities east of the 
Mississippi River experienced 
significant Italian immigration 
will also be the sites of at least 
one Italian cemetery. It can be 
quite an experience poking ar- 
ound one of those burial places 
and observing the numerous 
ornate monuments fully detail- 
ing the births and deaths of en- 
tire families and in many in- 
stances adorned with photos.

This facility can also pro- 
vide useful genealogical infor- 
mation but will not provide 
specific or individual vital sta- 
tistical data. Publications on 
Italian heraldry and aristocratic 
familics is usually included in 
their library. 
Italian language newspapcrs 


‘} can also be a wonderful re- 


source primarily because of 
their obituary columns. Cities 
with significant Italian popula- 
tion will have at least one of 
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these publications and even if 
they are no longer functioning, 
their previous issues are avail- 
able on microfilm somewhere 
in your locale. Check it out. 
Space does not permit me to 
cover all potential resources of 
Italian records, however those I 
highlighted will assist those 
who need direction when pur- 
suing their Italian heritage. 
One paramount factor is to al- 
ways bear in mind: to locate 
the records of Italians, walk in 
their footsteps; i.e., their neigh- 
borhoods, their churches, their 
final resting places, their insti- 


‘tutions. If you can locate their 


trail, you'll discover the history 
they made. 


Sons of Italy

April was a month of celebration and memorialization. Jews worldwide commemorated freedom 
from slavery and mourned The Six Million. Passover Seders for centuries proved that the Jewish peo- 
ple survived to tell the story of the Exodus from Egypt and an evil despot, the Pharaoh, so that we 


would never be slaves again 
caust unable to leave their lands 


andthe ¢ 
ernmentally sancuioned their systema 


Yon) Ha Shah is the memorial to those Jews who perished in the Holo- 
vil despot, Adolf Hitler, who not only enslaved them, but gov- 
iiurders. This is the mystery of Judaism and Jews -- the ability 


to surpass all odds in order to pass on a glorious heritage both orally and in written word. 
Passover is one of the most precious holidays to Jews because it is a family oriented religious experi- 

ence in the home whercin traditions are passed down from generation to generation. The Seder dinner 

is marked with a special concern for children and is a wonderful time for them to ask their elders about 


the “old country,” even if the 


“old country” 


turns out to be Philadelphia or New York. 


Kids learn about the traditional foods their family ate during this time. There is a yearly argument 
about the optimum texture and hardness of matzah balls in the soup. Several years ago I found out that 
my mother actually put almond extract in them for that special taste I could never duplicate. The Se- » 
phardic (Mediterranean) Jews eat different foods at this time than do the Ashkenazic (European) Jews 
and their Seder plates reveal a multitude of different herbs and flavors, reflecting the geography of their 


heritage. 


The Passover dinner discussion is a study in contrasts and the customs of our people. 


The Passover haggadah (literally means “telling”), or prayerbook, is also a tradition. My parents al- 
ways used their haggadahs from their childhoods in Germany, which were in German and Hebrew. My 
husband and I have books with more English than Hebrew. Even though there are now politically cor- 
rect books, feminist books and humanistic books, the oldest parts of the haggadah are at least 2500 
years old and the whole service is based upon one single Biblical injunction in connection with the ob- 
servance of Passover: “And thou shalt tell thy son in that day saying it is because of that which the 
Lord did for me when I came forth out of Egypt” (Exodus XIII:8). At many Passover tables today, we 
discuss how our ancestors prayed; how many hours their Seder lasted, did they really flick wine dro- 
plets onto the table cloth, what melodies did they use for certain prayers, and who was more interested 
in the upcoming festive dinner. That discussion usually encouraged more talk about uncles, aunts and 


great-grandmothers. 


Passover is a holiday to ask questions and listen. In Exodus XII, 26-27, it says, “And it shall come to 
pass when your children shall say unto you: What mean ye by this service?...and ye shall say: It is the 
sacrifice of the Lord’s Passover, for that he passed over the houses of the children of Israel in Egypt, 


when He smote the Egyptians and delivered our houses.” 


The children of successive generations are to 


be instructed at Passover as to the origin and significance of the Festival. In the Seder service on the 
first two nights of Passover, this command has found its solemn realizations.
